His duty was to receive and 
account for goods, and see that they 
were economically used; to see the 
patients provided with food, and keep 
,ho books. 
He read the rules to show 


what was expected of him. Ha per- 
'ortned the duties, except as to the 
conduct of the farm, which Dr. Bishop 
relieved him of.Dr Bergstein asked him 
if he understood ihe relations between 
Dr. Bishop and himself. He said he 
thought so. He had traveled between 
Virginia and Eeno trying to make 
them. 
As commissary, he hid no 


specific work, but all his time was oc- 
oapied. 
In answer to Mr. Lindsay, 


Gov. Adams said it was the desire of 
the Board to learn everything pertain- 
ing to the institution. 


Dr. Bergstein said ho wanted the 


facts to show that attendants had been 
retained wno neglected their duties 
Mr. Marsden snid he received goods 
and cheeked them off, but did not enter 
thorn. He kept the bills of Liudley & 
Co., and checked them off in the even- 
ing. When there is a lurge amount 
he keeps a memorandum to compare 
with the bill. Sometimes the bills may 
have lain several days.

Beigsteiu came, he directed that every 
urticle taken 
out of the stores be 


uharged. I found it impracticable to do 
so, and now make the charges once a 
month, which shows what is used.
